BEFORE YPRES 


Haig Repulses Attacks on a 


20-Mile Front. 


INFUC1S 
GREAT 
LOSSES 


The French Lose Ground at Some 


Points, But Regain it in Counter At- 
tacks—Berlin Claims 7100 Prison- 


ers. 


Germans powerfully attacked the 


French and British positions on a 20- 
mile front between Meteren and Zolle- 
beke and were repulsed, the Germans 
losing heavily, according to the report 
from Field Marshal Haig. 


The British line held absolutely, but 


at various points the Germans gained 
a foothold in the French positions, 
only to be driven out later from the 
greater part of this territory. 


The Belgians also repulsed heavy 


attacks, inflicting severe casualties on 
the enemy. 


The statement says: 
"Following a bombardment of great 


intensity, the French and British posi- 
tions from the neighbourhood of Mete- 
ren to Zollebeke lake were violently 
attacked by large hostile forces. 


"Attacks were made also upon the 


Belgian positions north of Ypres, and 
flighting of great severity developed 
rapidly on the whole allied front. 


"The twenty-fifth, forty-ninth and 


twenty-first 
British 
divisions com- 


pletely repulsed every attempt made 
by the enemy to enter their positions, 
and, despite a constant succession of 
determined attacks in. great strength, 
mainlaim1'1! Ihoir line intact. The en- 
emy's losses have been very heavy. 


"The French positions on the hills 


about Rcherpenherg and Mont Rouge 
also were heavily attacked, and the 
enemy was repulsed. At points where 
the enemy's infantry succeeded in 
penetrating a short distance into the 
Frerch positions, they were immedi- 
ately driven out by counter attacks 
from the greater part of the ground of 
which they had temporarily 
gained 


possession. 


"On the Belgian front the attacks 


also were repulsed after sharp fight- 
ing, in which severe casualties were 
inflicted on the enemy. 


"The fighting still continues at cer- 


tain points along the allied battle- 
fronts." 


The fourth German army heavily 


attacked the allied front in Flanders. 
Prisoners captured have admitted that 
the German intention is to attempt to 
capture Ypres. Severe fighting is re- 
ported in both the French and British 
areas. 
The attack extends over a 


front of about fifteen miles. 


The Belgians on the Yser front also 


are 'reported to have been attacked. 


German airplanes were out in great 


numbers at dawn, flying low over the 
chain 
of 
hills behind Kemmel, at- 


tempting to attack British troops and 
transport trains on the roads, as is 
usual preliminary to a battle.

Berlin Reports 7100 Prisoners. 


Since the storming of Mont Kemmel 


the Germans in Flanders have taken 
7100 prisoners, including 181 officers. 


They have captured in the same 


period fifty-three guns and 233 ma- 
chine guns. These figures were an- 
nounced by- the German war office.

Americans Are Now Part of Line Ac- 


tually Blocking Hindenburg on the 


Somme Front 


American troops have taken up po- 


sitions on the French battle front. 


Under the French high command, 


in which all ranks have supreme con- 
fidence, the American forces face the 
enemy on the line barring the Ger- 
mans from Paris and Amiens. 
They 


have been there a number of days. 


The Americans, on entering the line, 


found their position in a roll ins; ter- 
raine. The artillery was the first on 
the line entering 
on a 
dark night 


which \\as made red by the continu- 
ous flashes of friendly and hostile 
guns. 


Under a fire which is some cases 


was rather heavy the American gun- 
ners took 
up 
the 
positions of the 


French batteries and completed the 
work of digging in. 


When the infantry moved in, the 


firing was just as intense. In some 
places 
our 
troops 
after 
passing 


through villages, \yere raked now and 
then with shrapnel. 


In several instances they found the 


trenches shallow while in other cases 
there were no trenches at all. By this 
time the positions have been improved 
greatly and the shell holes connected. 


The American lines generally are 


about 200 to 400 yards apart and the 
high ground is about evenly dhided. 
What the future holds for the Ameri- 
can forces is, of course, unknown, but 
the Americans are confident that un- 
der the efficient French direction, al- 
though the tasks ahead may be diffi- 
cult, they will give a good account of 
themselves and strike (he Boche a 
blow, if opportunity offers. 


It should be understood that this 


sector is not especially active in com- 
parison with others to the north, al- 
though it is more active than those 
the Americans previously had faced. 
The artillery firing is heavy and inter- 
mittent, the German shells whizzing 
over the lines into towns in certain 
rear areas. 


There has not been a raid on either 


side of the line for several days, but 
at night the patrols are active, Ameri- 
cans approaching close to the enemy's 
lines. 


During the nights rapid machine 


gun and rille fire indicates where the 
American bullets are keeping out ene- 
my patroling parties. 


The march from the billet passes 


to the line was very impressive. Many 
units started off with the strains of 
"The Star Spangled Banner," played 
by the regimental bands, in their ears 


At one place the tune must have 


reached the German lines, so close 
was the band, the gun flashes being 
reflected on the instruments. 
Tile 


constant roar of artillery was deafen- 
ing as the Americans, marching as 5» 
on parade, 
disappeared 
down 
the 


roads past the American batteries, 
which were sending many shells into 
the enemy lines. 


The training period for the Ameri- 


can troops lasted a few days, after 
which they moved up to within sound 
of the guns. There they rested while 
awaiting orders to go into battle, at 
the same time giving the Jast AMI'-'-CS 
to their equipment. Many an in Pant- 
ryman curled up in his blankets under 
the stars, the more lucky having beds 
of straw in houses or barns. 


The officers fared about the same. 


All appeared unmindful of their hard- 
ships, although it is a tradition in the 
American army that the infantryman 
has to have something to 
grumble 


about, providing he is in good health 
and spirits. 


Along some of the roads over which 


the Americans passed they encounter- 
ed streams of refugees. 
The troops 


watched them silently for the most 
part. The pitiful scenes caused many 
an American to grit his teeth. More 
than one has shared his rations with 
some French family whose only home 
was a farm wagon.

The American lines generally are 
about 200 to 400 yards apart and the 
high ground Is about evenly divided. 
W hat the future holds for the Ameri­ 
can forces Is, of course, unknown, but 
the Americans are confldeiit that un­ 
der the efliclent French direction, al­ 
though the tasks ahead may be difll- 
cult, they will give a good account of 
themselves and strike the Boche a 
blow. If opportunity ofl'ers. 
It should be understood that this 
sector Is not especially active In com­ 
parison w'ith others to the north, al­ 
though It Is more active than those 
the Americans previously had faced. 
The artillery flrlng Is heavy and Inter­ 
mittent, the German sliells whizzing 
over the lines Into towns In certain 
rear areas. 
There has not been a raid on either 
side of the line for several days, but 
at night the patrols are active, Ameri­ 
cans approaching close to the enemy’s 
lines.

Hoover, wife of David M. Hoover, died 
s x hours later at her home at Spring 
Grove. Death was due to asthma, from 
which she had suffered for sometime. 
Mrs. Hoover was being treated by the 
Hanover physician and went to his office 
for the purpose of securkig some medi- 
cine. She was 53 years, 9 months and 27 
days old. Besides her husband she leay- 
es three sons and a daughter. 


Postoffice Department Statement As- 


serts That Large Number of 


Articles So Carried Can Be 


Purchased at Canteen*. 


Washington—That the pa' eel post 


mails to soldiers In France are greatly 
burdened by reason of so many un- 
necessary articles being mailed, and 
that there may arise a necessity for 
curtailing the parcel post privilege to 
soldiers are shown In the following 
statement given out by the Post Of- 
fice department: 


Recently a government 
transport 


reached France carrying to the sol- 
diers at the front 715,980 letters and 
335,840 pieces of parcel post and news- 
papers. The letters weighed 8% tons 
and the parcels and papers in excess 
of 113 tons. By reason of the bulki- 
ness of the mail, this shipment took up 
In excess of 12,000 cubic feet of space 
on the transport. 
This means a slice 


of the ship's cargo space 100 feet long, 
10 feet high, and 12 feet wide. The 
715,980 letters went into 346 sacks but 
the pieces of parcel post and papers 
required 7,452 sacks. When this mail 
was unloaded at a French port the let- 
ters filled completely one of the small 
French cars, which are half the size of 
the American mail cars, but the par- 
cels and papers required a train of 19 
cars. 


Waits for Days on Cars. 


The mail that Is unloaded from the 


ships must frequently wait days at 
the port before cars can be spared 
from the heavily burdened railroads 
In France to move the mail. 


When the United States army pos- 


tal service was first Inaugurated mail 
reached all of the camps In the coun- 
try in one to two days, according to 
distance and train connections. Today 
mail, by reason of Its vast volume and 
the heavy demands on the railroads, 
frequently takes six days to reach Gen- 
eral Persliing's headquarters. 


According to a report from New 


York and Chicago of some of the con- 
tents of this parcel post matter to the 
troops, a 12-hour inspection of the par- 
cel post as it v;as being searched for 
inflammables and explosives disclosed, 
among other things, 1,042 boxes of 
matches, SGI cans of solidified alcohol, 
224 cigar lighters (all of these of the 
greatest menace to the safety of the 
ship), 1,248 cakes, 3,818 packages of 
candies, 1,332 bars of chocolate, be- 
sides countless scores of useful, as 
well as useless, articles, 
Including 


a bouquet of artificial flowers, a baby 
outfit, and a bottle of whisky. 


The question this state of affairs 


raises is: 
Why send apples and or- 


anges that become bruised In the long 
transit and rot in the stuffy holds of 
the ships, when the recreation rooms 
of the Young Men's Christian associa- 
tion and other welfare organizations 
serve fruit fresh from Italy and Spain, 
that takes up no cargo space; why 
send cakes and candies and chewing 
gum, 
when the post canteens sell 17 


varieties of cakes and cookies, fresh 
baked In France, at American prices, 
or a bare shade higher; why try to 
send across vast quantities of matches, 
which endanger the ship and which is 
a penitentiary offense to place even in 
the domestic mails T 


Can Buy Same Articles in France. 
Two-thirds of the articles found in 


n 12-hour inspection tour when work- 
Ing the soldiers' parcel post are on 
General Pershing's canteen list and 
sold in retail quantities to the soldiers 
at practically wholesale prices. 


The question will have to be ans- 


wered by the relatives of the soldiers, 
or it will, of military necessity, be 
answered drastically by the authori- 
ties in France charged with the re- 
sponsibility for the success of this war. 


Secretary Houston Says They Can Aid 


in Horns Gardening and Con* 


serving Food. 


Washington.—How every American 


boy, although separated by the Atlan- 
tic ocean from the actual theater of 
the war against autocracy, can play 
bis part in upholding American Ideals, 
Is pointed out by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Houston in a message addressed 
to the Boy Scouts of America. The sec- 
retary pledges to the boys the hearty 
co-operation of the federal and state 
agricultural agencies. 


Secretary Houston's statement fol- 


lows: 


"The splendid army of Boy Scouts 


of America can be of very great help 
to the nation in this time of world 
need. The war can be won only if we 
deliver the men, the ships, and the 
food in sufficient number and quanti- 
ties to make our war program effec- 
tive. You as boy scouts can greatly 
aid by growing home vegetable gar- 
dens, raising pigs and poultry, con- 
serving food by canning and drying for 
home use and in many other ways 
open to you. 


"Will you not help your country 


again this year even in & bigger and a 
better way than you did during the 
summer of 1917? 
Your task will be to 


'beat your own record' in food produc- 
tion and conservation. May your motto 
for 1918 be, 'Every scout to feed a sol- 
dier and one other.' 


"I desire to extend to you the hearty 


good will and co-operation of the offi- 
cials of the United States department 
of agriculture, also that 01 the co-op- 
erative club leaders of boys' and girls' 
extension work at the agricultural col- 
leges, who will be glad to assist you In 
your work."

It is not desirable to use the 


\\atersl.iss solution a second time. 
Here is Ihe water-glass method as 
described by specialists of the United 
State department of agriculture: 


Use 1 quart of sodium silicate to 9 


quarts of wator lhat has been bo.led 
and cooled. Place the mixture in a 
5-gallon crock or jar. 
This will be 


sufficient to pieserye 13 dozen eggs 
and v nl serve as a guide for the quan- 
tity needed to preserve larger num- 
bers of eggs.' 


Select a five-gallon crock and clean 


It thoroughly, after which it should be 
scalded nnd allowed to dry. Heat a 
quantity of water to the boiling point 
and allow it to cool. "When cool, meas- 
ure out 9 quarts of water, place it 
in the crock and add 1 quart of so- 
dium silicnte, stirring the mixture 
thoroughly. The eggs should be placed 
In the solution. If sufficient eggs are 
not obtainable when the solution is 
first made, additional eggs may be 
added ,from time to time. 
Be very 


careful to allow«*t least two Inches of 
the soluMor. to cr*"" the eggs at all 
times. Place the crock containing the 
preserved oggs In a cool, dry place, 
well covered to prevent evaporation. 
Waxed paper covered over and tied 
around the top of the crock will an- 
swer this pu.-pose. 


Lunewater May Be Used. 


When water-glass cannot be ob- 


tained, limewatH- may be used in its 
stead. 
Dissolve 2 or 3 pounds of 


unslaked lime in 5 gallons of water 
that has previou^y been boiled and 
allowed to cool, and allow the mix- 
ture to stand until the lime settles 
and the liquid Is clear. Place clean, 
fresh fifjs in a clean earthenware Jug

r>ust the hen w,1h a good insect 


powder before mov>g hi r and the 
chickens to the brood coop. The hen 
should bo dusted every two weeks or 
as often n« necessary until tbe chick- 
ens are weaned. If lice become numer- 
ous on chickens or if they are trou- 
bled with "head 1 re" a very little 
grcn?e such as lard or vaseline may 
be applied with the fingers on the 
hend, neck, under the wings, and 
around the voiit. Great care should be 
taken, however, not to get too much 
grense on the chickens as it will stop 
their growth arid m some cases may 
prove fatal.

Wnshlngton—That the parcel post 
tnalls to soldiers In France are greatly 
burdened by reason of so many un­ 
necessary articles being mailed, and 
that there may arise a necessity for 
curtailing the parcel post privilege to 
aoldlers are shown In the following 
statement given out by the Post Of­ 
fice def?nrtment: 
Recently a government transport 
reached France carrying to the sol­ 
diers at the front 715,080 letters and 
835,840 pieces of parcel post and news­ 
papers. The letters weighed 8% tons 
and the parcels and papers in excess 
of 113 tons. 
By reason of the bulkl- 
ness of the mall, this shipment took up 
in excess of 12,000 cubic feet of space 
on the transport. This means a slice 
of the ship’s cargo space 100 feet long. 
10 feet high, and 12 feet wide. 
The 
715,980 letters went Into 34G sacks but 
the pieces of parcel post and papers 
required 7,452 sacks. 
When tWs mall 
was unloaded at a French port the let­ 
ters filled completely one of the small 
French cars, which are half the size of 
the American mall cars, but the par­ 
cels and papers required a train of 19 
cars. 
Walts for Days on Cars. 
The mall that is unloaded from the 
ships must frequently wait days at 
the port before cars can be spared 
from the heavily burdened railroads 
In France to move the mail. 
When the United States army pos­ 
tal service was first Inaugurated mail 
reached all of the camps in the coun­ 
try In one to two days, according to 
distance and train connections. Today 
mall, by reason of Its vast volume and 
the heavy demands on the railroads, 
frequently takes six days to reach Gen­ 
eral Pershing’s headquarters. 
According to a report from New 
York and CUlcago of some of the con­ 
tents of this parcel post matter to the 
troops, a 12-hour Inspection of the par­ 
cel post as It v/as being searched for 
inflammables and explosives disclosed, 
among other things, 1,642 boxes of 
matches, 301 cans of solidified alcohol, 
224 cigar lighters (all of these of the 
greatest menace to the safety of the 
ship), 1,248 cakes, 8,818 packages of 
candles, 1,832 bars of chocolate, be­ 
sides countless scores of useful, as 
well as useless, articles. Including 
a bouquet of artificial flowers, a baby 
outfit, and a bottle of w'hlsky. 
The question this state ©of affairs 
raises Is: 
AVhy send apples and or­ 
anges that become bruised In the long 
transit and rot in the stuffy holds of 
the ships, w’hen the recreation rooms 
of the Young Men’s Christian associa­ 
tion and other welfare organlza#ons 
serve fruit fresh from Italy and Spain, 
that takes up no cargo space; why 
send cakes and candles and chewing 
gum, when the post canteens sell 17 
varieties of cakes and cookies, fresh 
baked in France, at American •prices, 
or a bare shade higher; why try to 
send across vast quantities of matches, 
which endanger the ship and which Is 
a penitentiary offense to place even in 
the domestic malls? 
Can Buy Same Articles in France. 
Two-thirds of the articles found in 
a 12-hour Inspection tour when work­ 
ing the soldiers’ parcel post are on 
General Pershing’s canteen list and 
sold In retail quantities to the soldiers 
at practically \vholesale prices. 
The question will have to be ans­ 
wered by the relatives of the soldiers, 
or it will, of military necessity, be 
answered drastically by the authori­ 
ties in France charged with the re- 


Washlngton.—How every American 
boy, although separated by the Atlan­ 
tic ocean from the actual theater of 
the w»ar against autocracy, can play 
his part In upholding American Ideals, 
Is pointed out by Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Houston in a message addressed 
to the Boy Scouts of America.

May your motto 
for 1018 be, ‘Every scout to feed a sol­ 
dier and one other.’ 
“I desire to extend to you the hearty

winter are still frosh in yonr mind It 
Is well to make a resolve to preserve 
ei:p:s this spring when they ai*e plenti­ 
ful for the season of scarcity which 
comes in the fall and winter. Putting 
up eggs in a water-glass solution or 
limewater is not an experimental en­ 
terprise. 
Thousands of women pre­ 
serve eggs by these methods In the 
spring and early summer and keep 
them for winter use. 
Fresh eggs 
properly preserved will keep for eight 
to twelve monUis in excellent condi­ 
tion and may be used with good re­ 
sults. 
If satisfactory results are to be ob­ 
tained the eggs should be fresh and 
clean, firm-shojled and, if possible, in­ 
fertile. 
Eggs laid during April, May 
and early June have been- found to 
keep better than those laid later in the 
season. 
Eggs that float when placed 
In the solution are not fresh and 
thei'efore, cannot be preserved. When 
an egg is only slightly soiled a cloth 
dampened with vinegar can be used 
to remove such stains. Under no cir­ 
cumstances should badly soiled eggs 
be used for presen*ing. If put into the 
jar while dirty they will spoil, and 
washing removes a protective coating 
which prevents spoiling. 
Cost of Preserving. 
By the water-glass or sodium sili­ 
cate method eggs may be preserved at 
a cost of about two cents a dozen if 
the price of ,sodium silicate is 30 cents 
fi quart. It is not desirable to use the 
water-glass solution a .sccond time. 
Here is the water-glass method as 
described by specialists of the United 
State department of agriculture: 
Use 1 quart of sodium silicate to 9 
quarts of water that has been boiled 
and cooled. 
Place the mixture in a 
5-galIon crock or jar. 
This will be 
suiiicient to preserve 15 dozen eggs 
and will serve as a guide for the quan­ 
tity needed to preserve larger num­ 
bers of eggs, * 
Select a five-gallon crock and clean 
It thoroughly, after which It should be 
scalded and allowed to dry. 
Heat a 
quantity of water to the boiling point 
and allow It to cool. Wlien cool, meas* 
ure out 9 quarts of water, place it 
in the crock and add 1 quavt of so­ 
dium silicate, stirring the mixture 
thoroughly. Tije eggs should be placed 
In the solution. If sufficient eggs are 
not obtainable when the solution is 
first made, additional eggs may be 
added ,from time to time. 
Be very 
carrful to allowo#it least two Inches of 
the solution to cover Uie eggs at all 
times. Place the crock containing the 
preserved eggs In a cool, dry place, 
well covered to prevent evaporation. 
Waxed paper covered over and tied 
around the top of the crock will an­ 
swer this purpose. 
Limewater May Be Used. 
When water-glaiBS cannot be ob- 
tainedj limewater may be used in its 
stead. 
Dissolve 2 or 3 pounds of 
unslaked lime in 5 gallons of water 
that has previou.*4y been boiled and 
allowed to cool, and allow the mix­ 
ture to stand until the lime settles 
and the liquid Is clear. 
Place clean, 
(resh 
In a clean earthenware juj^ 


or keg, anil pour tho clear limewater 
into the vt.<^sel until the eggs are cov­ 
ered. 
At least 2 inches cf tho solu­ 
tion should cover the top layer of 
ejrgs. 
Sometimes a pound of salt 1« 
used with tho lime, but experience has 
shown that in general the lime with­ 
out the salt is more satisfactory. 
Fresh, clean 
eggs, properly pre­ 
served, 
can 
be 
used 
satisfactorily 
for all purposes In cooking and for the 
table. 
When eggs are preserved In 
water-glass arc to be boiled, a small 
hole should be made in the shell with 
a pin at the large end before placinn^ 
them in the water.

Clean and Store Incubators. 
After the hatching season is over, 
clean and 
disinfect 
the 
Incubator. 
Empty the lamps and carefully store 
the parts inside the machine. 
Lamps 
containing oil which are allowed to 
remain in place on tho incubator for 
some tJme after the hatching season 
may cause trouble when the machino 
is started again as the oil tends to 
work up into the hood. The Incubator 
should be disinfected once a year or 
oftener if any disease is present in the 
hens or chickens. 
Some 
operators 
prefer to disinfect their inc'ubators 
before or after each hatch. A strong 
solution of a reliable coal-tar disinfec­ 
tant may be used to wash out tho 
machine and to disinfect the egg trays 
and nursery drawer. 
If the burlap on the bottom of the 
incubator is very dirty it may be 
cheaper to renew than to clean It. 
With an Incubator of about 3 cubic 
feet capacity one may disinfect by 
pouring one-half ounce of formalin, 
which contains 40 per cent formalde­ 
hyde, on one-half ounce of perman­ 
ganate of potash in a pan in the in- | 
'cubator. 
This produces a very pene- | 
trating gas and thoroughly disinfects 
the machine. 
The door of the Incu­ 
bator should be closed just as «oon 
as the liquid Is poured into the pan 
and left closed for 12 hours or longei% 
Incubators shouHl be well aired be­ 
fore they are used after disinfecting, 
especially Mhen formaldehyde or any 
disinfectant which produces a gas lias 
been used. 
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Protect Chicks From Lice, 
Dust the hen with a good Insect 
powder oefore moving her and the 
chickens to the brood coop. The hen 
should be dusted every two weeks or 
as often as necessary until the chick­ 
ens are weaned. If lice bt come numer­ 
ous on chickens or if they are trou­ 
bled with “head lice** a very little 
grease such as lard or vaseline may 
be applied with the fingers on the 
head, neck, under the wings, 
and 
around the vent. Great care should be 
taken, however, not to get too much 
grease on the chickens as it will stop 
their growth and in sume cases may 
prove fatal. 
Sodium fiuorld, a white 
powder, is an excellent remedy for all 
lice of chickens, entomologists of the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture have discovered. 
In Fai-mers’ 
Bulletin 801, “Mites and Lice on Poul­ 
try,*’ the specialists described the use 
of this new remedy for old and young 
chickens.

USED BY ARMIES 


Shortage of Animals Means Loss- 


es of Cannon and Prevents 


Rapid Advance. 


47,003 A MONTH ARE KILLED 


About 80 Per Cent of Animals Wound- 


cd Are Sent Back to the Front 


After Treatment In Red 


Star Hospital*. 


New York.—Necessity of sending 


hundreds of thousands of horses to 
France for the American artillery 
units and of establishing hospitals for 
the treatment of wounded animals Is 
emphasized by Dr. \V. O. Stillman, 
president of the Red Star animal re- 
lief, in bulletins upon the work of the 
organization. 
He said that the Ger- 


mans had lost many batteries of field 
pieces because of lack of animals to 
draw them to safety during allied ad- 
vances, while fewer guns had been lost 
by the British partly because they had 
large numbers of horses. 


4,500,000 Horses in Use. 


Figures 
compiled by the society 


show that there are 4,500,000 in use 
by all the armies in the war, and that 
the losses on the western front alone 
have averaged 47,000 a month. IP. a 
three-mile front at Verdun the French 
lost more than 5,000 horses. About 1,- 
500,000 of the horses were bought by 
the allies in America and were trans- 
ported with large losses. About 33,000 
died on this side after they had been 
purchased and were awaiting ship- 
ment to Europe and 0,000 died in the 
ships. 
The value of the horses ship- 


ped to Europe last year was more than 
$50,000,000 and the loss for a heavy 
month of fighting is about 51,500,000. 


There are about 22,000,000 horses in 


America, and the estimates are that an 
American army of 2,000,000 men will 
iieed about 700,000 horses for draft 
purposes and mounts, and several hun- 
dred thousands more to fill up the 
losses of battle. The need of shipping 
to maintain this force at highest effi- 
ciency, to transport animals to fill 
the losses, with only part of the fod- 
der, would be 50 ships a month. 


Fighting units can deal only with 


well animals. As soon as a horse be- 
comes sick, diseased, shell-shocked or 
wounded it must be removed to the 
rear and a sound, vigorous animal 
sent forward to take its place. Thou- 
sands of animals are in the hospitals 
at one time. They must be cured as 
quickly as possible to take the places 
of the injured which are certain to 
reach the hospital. 


Animal Hospitals. 


Behind the British lines animal hos- 


pitals are everywhere. To the left, to 
the right, there is a hospital not more 
than four miles away, and eight miles 
away from each *a another, life Koy- 
al Society for the Prevention of Cruel- 
ty to Animals has hospitals for 10,000 
horses and mules. A field hospital is 
no more stable shack. It is a group of 
well-designed buildings, complete with 
operating rooms, operating equipment, 
ambulances, forage barns, 
cookin 


kitchens, quarters for the staff, and 
every other detail necessary for cur- 
ing and restoring thousands of wound- 
ed animals. It must have an ample 
staff of veterinarians and helpers—not 
mere stablemen, but men with experi- 
ence in animal hospital work, who can 
bandage a wound or give a hand to the 
veterinarian who is performing an op- 
eration. They are saving 80 per cent 
of the horses and sending them back 
to their batteries again.

Fought Huns Single Handed. 
And so Sórgennt ]Major (Xow Lion- 
tonnnl) “Bob'* TInnna, of Vnncouvor, 
B. Cm rocpivod llu* Victory cros.«^. 
The 
reprint from the Ofiiolal Oazotto roads 
almost like a luindrod othor thumb­ 
nail .sketches of tlie l)ravery of the 
boys in the trenches, but the last few 
lines give it more or less distinction. 
To Jlanna it merely was a day’s work. 
To the men of the twenty-ninth Van­ 
couver battalion 
the 
Victory 
cross, 
'which is securely pinned to H anna’s 
waistcoat, is emblematic of one of the 
thrilling personal narratives of the en- 
tii*e war, if not, in fact, of all time. 
Stories of gallantry and self-sacrifice 
will be told wliile the world endures, 
but it will remain for a now race to 
roll up a single record to oversliadow 
that of Ilanna, who dropped in a 
trench all alone and single handed 
foupht the cream of the Prussian 
guards—the men who never were de­ 
feated till then and who went down 
one after another before this medium­ 
sized young lumberman from the for­ 
ests of British Columbia. One moment 
H anna’s life wasn’t worth a penny. A 
few minutes laler be had saved a bat­ 
talion, and a little while later ho was 
transfonued on the ih»ld from a ser­ 
geant major to a lieutenant. 
Tlie government has had Hanna sit 
for his portrait for the National Gal­ 
lery. 
Over the Top Twenty-two Times. 
It all happened at the battle of Vimy 
Ridge. 
This particular incident took 
place at Hill 70. 
Hanna had been in 
many of the worst battles of the w’ar. 
Before the valiant Canadians settled 
down to their part of this slaughter of 
Vimy Ridge Himna had been “over the 
top” twenty-two times; had been at 
grips with the Germans on numberless 
occasions, 
and, 
although 
stumbling 
amid death and bursting shells for 
days at a time, had escaped injury. 
Vimy was a bloody spot, The Cana­ 
dians were there qs tliey were at the 
Somme, Ypres, Lens and Passchen- 
daele. 
Near Hill 70 was a stub of a 
treJich which the Canadians had come 
to realisio was tlie worst spot they had 
to face. It was only a link and liardly 
could be seen, but it was known to 
be a nasty point, and the twenty-uinth 
battalion was told to take It. For two 
hours, waiting for dawn, the battalU n 
crawled »uir on its belly in No Man’s 
Land, waiting to rush over and .‘ur- 
prise the Huns, 
trench \yas 500 
yards away. 
Unknown to the Cana­ 
dians the Huns were crawling out from 
their dugoui to initiati* ib.* same niove- 
ment against tlu* Canadians. 
At the 
same moment t\V(» harragi*s started— 


toward each other. The bayonet clash 
was brief. 
The ground quickly was 
strewn with dead and the Germans 
backed up to the stub of a trench 
whiih was, to the soldiers, like the 
root of an aching tooth. 
Wire en­ 
tanglements slayed the pursuit of the 
Canadians, who, however, hewed their 
way through. 
He Blows Up Machine Gun. 
Sire hundred and fifty men weut 
‘*over the top” with Hanna. 
Perhaps 
two-thirds of this number went on to­ 
ward the trench, but this remnant was 
decimated by a macliine gun which 
the Huns had set up on tlK> parapet. 
The crew of this gun played it on the 
Canadians like a hose and all the of- ! 
ficers were killed or injured, 
Hanna 
plugged on in the face of the dreadful 
fire. 
He had a Mills bomb and this 
ho hurled at the machine gun and 
smashed it, killing or injuring the 
men who were feeding in the bullets. 
It had done its deadly work. Hanna 
was standing alone. 
All about him 
were lying his comrade.s, either dead 
or badly w’ounded. 
Part of the bat­ 
talion had spread and, he as.sumed, 
would come around back of the trench 
and enter it from the other end. 
He 
jumped into the trench and In a sec­ 
ond saw a roAv of stalwart Prussians 
coming single file—this was neces­ 
sary because of the narrowness of the 
excavation—toward him. They rushed 
him. 
As the first one was about five 
yards away he pulled the trigger on the 
only cartridge he bad In his rifle. The 
cartridge was well aimed and No. 1 of 
tlie Fifty-fifth Prussian guards was out 
(if the war forever, 
The second one chai*g^d over his 
fallen comrade, but met the bayonet 
held In the viselike grip of the young 
lumberman from Vancouver.

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HORSES ARE 
USED BY ARMIES 


Shortage of Animals Means Lost-' 
cs of Cannon and Prevento 
Rapid Advance. 


47.003 A MONTH ARE KILLED 


About 80 Per Cent of Animals Wound­ 
ed Are Sent Back to the Front 
After Treatment In ReJ 
Star Hospitals. 


Now York.—Necessity of sending 
hundreds of thousands of horses to 
France for the American 
artillery 
units and of estahllshlnff hospitals for 
the treatment of wounded animals Is 
emphasized by Dr. W. O, Stillman, 
president of tlie Red Star animal re­ 
lief, in bulletins upon the work of the 
oriianization. 
He said that the Ger­ 
mans had lost many batteries of fleld 
pieces because of lack of animals to 
draw them to safety during allied ad­ 
vances, while fewer guns had been lost 
by the British partly because they had 
large numbers of horses. 
4,500,000 Horses In Use, 
Figures complied by the society 
show that there are 4,500.000 In use 
by all the armies in the war, and that 
the losses on the western front alone 
have averajred 47,000 n month. 
In n 
three-mile front at Verdun the French 
lost more than 5,000 horses. About 1,- 
500,000 of the horses were bought by 
the allies in America and were trans­ 
ported with large losses. About 33,000 
died on this side after they had been 
purchased and wer6 awaiting ship­ 
ment to Europe and 6,000 died In the 
ships. 
The value of the horses ship­ 
ped to Europe last year was more than 
550,000,000 and the loss for a heavy 
month of fighting is about $1,500,(KX). 
There are about 22,000,000 horses in 
America, and the estimates are that an 
American army of 2,000,000 men will 
need about 750,000 horses for draft 
purposes and mounts, and several hun­ 
dred thousands more to fill up the 
losses of battle. The need of shipping 
to maintain this force at highest elR- 
clency, to transport animals to fill 
the losses, with only part of the fod­ 
der, would be 50 ships a month. 
Fighting units can deal only with 
well animals. As soon as a horse be­ 
comes sick, diseased, shell-shocked or 
wounded it must be removed to the 
rear and a sound, vigorous animal 
sent forward to take its place. Thou­ 
sands of animals are in the hospitals 
at one time. 
They must be cured as 
quickly as possible to take the places 
of the Injured which are certain to 
reach the hospital. 
Animal Hospitals. 
Behind the British lines animal hos­ 
pitals are everywhere. To the left, to 
the right, there is a hospital not more 
than four miles away, and eight miles 
away from each i» another. Tlie Hoy- 
al Society for the Prevention of Cruel­ 
ty to Animals has hospitals for 10,000 
horses and mules. 
A field hospital Is 
no mere stable shack. It is a group of 
well-designed buildings, complete with 
operating rooms, operating equipment, 
ambulances, 
forage 
barns, 
cooking 
kitchens, quarters for the staff, and 
every other detail necessary for cur­ 
ing and restoring thousands of wound­ 
ed animals. 
It must have an ample 
staff of veterinarians and helpers—not 
mere stablemen, but men with experi-* 
ence in animal hospital work, who can 
bandage a wound or give a hand to the 
veterinarian who is performing an op­ 
eration, They are saving 80 per cent 
of the horses and sending them back 
to their batteries again.

Allies—Her Own Food Supply \* 
Already Safe. 
"Not less important than the mill 


tary crisis in Europe is the food sit- 
uation in the whole world and (the 
entire food problem centers around 
the wheat supply. Wheat will win the 
war—or lose it," is a terse and point- 
ed statement of Howard Heinz, U. S. 
Food Administrator for Pennsylvania. 


It has now become a race among 


three factors, with the odds against 
our side. TJiese three factors are.the 
approach of the next harvest, 
the 


rapid 
diminution 
of 
whsnit stocks 


among the allied nations and the con- 
servation measures put into effect by 
the patriotic people of the United 
States in their efforts to piece out a 
narrow surplus for uu anxious world. 


Among these factors the next har- 


vest creeps forward all too slowly; 
the supply in the bins of the Allies 
is sinking rapidly. 
If the situation 


were limited to these two—if it were 
a competition between them alone— 
the race would already be lost. It is 
only increased conservation in Ameri- 
ca that will keep starvation from be- 
ing the victor. 


The Allies must and will be fed. 
America must and will save. 
Our food supply already has been 


protected. There is no danger here. 
But the time has come to shovel the 
wheat by carloads and shiploads into 
the transportation channels that lead 
to Europe. America can live on the 
plentiful remainders, the cornmeal, 
p.otntoes, meat, all of which by grace 
of nature and careful conservation are 
abundant. 


The Food Administrator for Penn- 


syh ania has recently put forth some 
stirring calls for wheat saving. Amer- 
ica as a whole inusst cut her wheat 
consumption in two, and more than 
in two. 
From 42,000,000 bushels a 


month she must cut consumption to 
20,000,000 
bushels. 
To 
accomplish 


this,, each American must cut his mdi- 
\idual consumption to six pounds per 
month. Out of the limited stocks in 
the country we must save stocks for 
seed, 
some 
80,000,000 bushels, we 


must retain a safe carry-over, we 
must feed our own citizens; and the 
United Statos with Canada must send 
to the Allies 40,000,000 
bushels 
of 


wheat a month. 


The moral is plain. Large numbers 


of our people must eat no \\heat what- 
ever for three months or this great 
tusk wo have undertaken is doomed to 
failure. Already the great hotels have 
taken the pledge, men and women of 
independent means have fallen into 
line.

Governor Dorsey believes it Is the 
duty of every state to force every idle 
man to work before It calls on the 
governm ent to furlough men from inll- 
llary service. 
li e believes there are 
thousands of men loaling In cities and 
towns throughout the .state. 
H e be­ 
lieves the sherills and courts will be 
glad to join in a state-w ide crusade, 
which shall not be relaxed, to put 
these men to work. 
H e believes the 
man power thus conserved will great­ 
ly. If not entirely, relieve the farm la* 
hor shortage. 
As he points out, Geor­ 
gia’s vagrancy law Is one of the best, 
while Georgia’s probation law exactly 
ills In with the present .situation by 
enabling: judges to send convicted vag­ 
rants to work on the farms.

Food Supply 1« 
Already Safe. 


“Not less im portant than the m ili­ 
tary crisis in Europe is the food sit­ 
uation In the w hole .world and »the 
entire food problem centers around 
the wdieat supply. 
W’heat wdll win the 
war— or lose It,” is a terse and point­ 
ed statem ent of H ow ard Heinz, U. S. 
Food A dm inistrator for I^ennsylvanla. 
It has now becom e a race among 
three factors, with the odds against 
our side. 
TJiese three factors are.th e 
approach 
of the next harvest, 
the 
rapid 
diminution 
of 
w heat 
stocks 
am ong the allied nations and the con­ 
servation m easures put Into elYect by 
the patriotic people 
of 
the 
United 
S tates in their elforts to piece out a 
narrow surplus for an anxious world. 
Am ong these factors the next har­ 
vest creeps forward all too slo w ly ; 
the supply in the bins of the A llies 
Is sinking rapidly. 
If the situation 
were limited to these tw o— if it w*ere 
a com petition betw een them alone— 
the race would already be lost. 
It is 
only Increased conservation in Am eri­ 
ca that will keep starvation from be­ 
ing the victor. 
The A llies m ust and w ill be fed. 
Am erica m ust and" w’ill save. 
Our food supply already has been 
protected. 
There is no danger here. 
B ut the tim e has come to shovel the 
w heat by carloads and shiploads Into 
the transportation channels that lead 
to Europe. 
A m erica can live on the 
plentiful 
rem ainders, 
the 
cornmeal, 
potatoes, meat, all of which by grace 
of nature and careful conservation are 
abundant. 
The Food A dm inistrator for P en n ­ 
sylvania has recently put forth som e 
stirring calls for w heat saving. Am er­ 
ica as a w'hole m ust cut her w heat 
consuiliption in two, and more than 
In two. 
From 42,000,000 bushels a 
month .she m ust cut consum ption to 
20,000,000 
bushels. 
To 
accom plish 
this, each A m erican m ust cut his indi­ 
vidual consum ption to six pounds per 
month. 
Out of the lim ited stocks In 
the country w e m ust save stocks for 
seed, 
.some 
80,000,000 bushels, 
w e 
m ust retain 
a sa fe 
carry-over, w e 
m ust feed our own citizen s; and the 
U nited States with Canada m ust send 
to the A llies 40,000,000 
bushels 
of 
w heat a month. 
T he moral in plain. 
Large numbers 
o f our people m ust eat no w heat w hat­ 
ever for three m onths or this great 
task w e have undertaken is doomed to 
failure. 
Already the great hotels have 
taken the pledge, men and wom en of 
Independent mean:* have fallen into 
line.
